—A reply by Theodore Gary, chair­ 
man of the state highway commis­ 
sion, to charges concerning the Mis­ 
souri highway commission and state 
road program made by State Sena­ 
tor Frank H. Paris of Rolla, in a 
letter

22, 
w as 
made public here today at the office 
of the highway commission. 
The letter of Senator Faris to Mr. 
Gary made public yesterday, charged 
that the highway commission and 
departm ent had disregarded the law 
in locating the state road system ; 
that overhead expenses of the high­ 
way departm ent are too enormous, 
and that numerous automobiles, own­ 
ed or leased by the departm ent are 
not used exclusively for read build­ 
ing purposes. 
Chairman Gary’s reply follows: 
“My Dear Senator: 
“ Your letter of September 22 is 
received and noted. 
You failed to 
name a single man, woman, truck 
or automobile employed or in use 
unnecessarily. 
You failed to note in 
your referente to the change of lo­ 
cation in De Soto, Jefferson county, 
that it is a primary road, being our 
Number Nine, and you failed 
to 
note that the commission which you 
helped to create, being a m em ber 
of the senate at that time, w’as or­ 
dered to locate 1,500 miles of pri­ 
mary road, which they have done 
to the best of their judgm ent. 
“At to the location of Mr. Piep- 
moier*s farm, he bdls me that it 
lies four miles west of Appleton 
City and four miles south of the

case and assuming responsibility for 
his wife’s death,

It was a peculiar coincidence that 
both prisoners made

sions in the w’aning 
hours

night, nearly 24 hours apart.

confronted with the man for whom 
she had consented to poison her hus­ 
band, broke the steadfast denial of 
Mrs.
